MARCONI 
REJECT 
PATALIS

TERRY PATALIS, the hero of Sydney 
Olympic’s 1983 NSL Cup Final victory, 
has been rejected for the second time in 
his frustrating bid to return to National 
League football. . 

After being sacked by Sydney Olympic last 
month, Patalis trained with Marconi. 

However, the Marconi committee refused to 
agree to the winger joining the club on loan on 
the grounds that his acquisition would hinder 
the development and promotion of Marconi 
junior players. 

Patalis, scorer of both goals for Sydney 
Olympic in the 1983 two-leg Cup Final against 
Heidelberg United, was offered by Olympic to 
Marconi coach Les Scheinflug on loan till June. 

Scheinflug readily accepted Olympic’s offer 
but the Marconi committee rejected the deal. 

“If Patalis was for sale tomorrow, I would 
immediately buy him for his soccer ability as I 
think quite highly of him as a player with a very 
fine character,” Scheinflug said. 

Patalis has signed with Greek First Division 
side Olympiakos and will fly to Greece in June 
to commence pre-season training with the club. 


It is hard to fathom why Patalis is unwanted 
by Olympic, especially now that the club is 
desperately short of players.

Sports med 


awareness is 
important in 
junior soccer 


BY BRAD EARL 


THERE is a need for increased knowledge of sports medicine in 
soccer, and two doctors went a long way to improving the 
awareness of junior coaches and committee members at a special 
function at Blacktown City Soccer Club last week. 


Organised by Mrs Win Boyden of 
Greystanes Soccer Club, the func- 
tion brought together many people 
with a keen interest in junior sport. 

Dr Bill Webb, a sports doctor who 
takes a special interest in soccer 
through his work for Blacktown 
City, and Dr Gordon Treble, a 
lecturer at Macarthur Institute, 
were speakers at the function. 

Other guest speakers were NSW 
Soccer Federation president John 
Constantine, NSW amateur Soccer 
Federation president Ian Holmes, 
and NSW director of coaching Alan 
Vest. 

Dr Webb said it is important for 
coaches to develop observational 
skills to be able to pinpoint injuries 
early. 


TREATMENT 


“The idea is to alert you that 
there’s a physical problem before a 
complaint has even been made,” 
Dr Webb said. 

The only treatment he advises is 
the application of ice for any sort of 
injury. 

“This will help in reducing in- 
flamation, reducing bleeding and 
relieving pain.” 

He warns against the use of 
spray cans, rubs and heat treat- 
ment. 

Dr Webb said many soccer in- 
juries with children are related to 
the growth of bones. 

“Groth centres are near the ends 
of bones and therefore obviously 
very close to joints which also 
involve ligaments, tendons and 
muscles. When kids complain of 

int pain consistently, you should 
sten to them and have them 
assessed,” Dr Webb advised. 

Soccer places stresses on the 
lower limbs, and the majority of 
injuries he sees involve the knee 
and the knee cap, particularly from 
the ages of 11 to 15. 

Stresses and strains involved 
with turning and kicking and im- 
pact forces areresponsible for 
many lower limb injuries. 


FLEXIBILITY 


“Kids are not flexible because 
bones grow faster than ligaments, 
tendons and muscles,” Dr Webb 
said. 

“Therefore it is important to have 
stretching and flexibility program- 
mes as part of training.” 

Dr Webb said it has only recently 
d in Australia that 
sports medicine doctors should in- 
fluence coaching and training 


programmes to attempt to avoid 
sporting injuries. 

He says a coach should be able 
to recognise the problem, make an 
informed judgment about immedi- 
ate treatment and then to be aware 
of the sort of people the player 
should be referred to. 

When a player recieves treat- 
ment from a doctor or suitably 
qualified person, there are five 
steps the coach and parents should 
be aware of. 

They are: 

(1) Where the injury is, eg. mus- 
cle, tendon, ligament. 

(2) What the nature of the injury 
is, ie. a bruise, tear or sprain. 

(3) How it affects function. 

(4) Understanding the treatment. 

(5) Understanding rehabilitation 
and the eventual return to sport. 


SKILLS TRAINING 


Dr Webb said the Australian 
Sports Medicine Federation has a 
national scheme for sports trainers 
with courses held over two levels. 

Dr Treble made particular refer- 
ence to training and coaching in 
his address, 

Expanding upon Dr Webb's in- 
formation about the weakness of 
children’s joints, Dr Treble said it is 
dangerous doing strength training 
prior to puberty as well as being a 
waste of time. 

He said there is some value in 
fitness training, but highlighted 
the greater significance of skills 
training. 

Dr Treble’s advise is based on 
knowledge he has gained from all 
football codes. He has been in- 
volved in soccer for some years 
through his 16-year-old son, who 
plays for North Rocks Soccer Club. 

He often sees coaches in all 
codes of football giving player 
running training over long dist- 
ances, in which he sees little point. 

“Soccer involves sprints over 10, 
20, 30 and 40. metres. You do it in 
games so you should do it at 
training,” he said. 

However,he added that young 
children haven’t got the ability to 
sustain sprinting for very long. 

“Not enough coaches place im- 
portance on style of running and 
particularly neck position,” he 
said. 


Dr Treble concluded with some 
extremely worthy advise to the 
coaches and officials present. 

“Don’t encourage kids to play 
one sport almost 12 months of the 
year. Soccer will be the winner of 
you DON’T do that.”

The biggest upset of the African zone was 
Zambia's 5-2 aggregate victory to eliminate 
1984 African champion Cameroon, which 
reached the Finals in in 1982 and 
creditable draws against Poland, Peru and 
eventual winners Italy.

Zambia’s national teams have always been 
strong and fit but have lacked consistency — but 
its 4-1 home win and well-worked 1-1 draw in 
Yaounde hint that it could be a threat. 

Hight teams' are left in the African zone 
chasing two places for Mexico. 

‘Among them is Algeria, which defeated West 
Germany 2-1 in Spain before being eliminated, 
and the others are Tunisia, Libya, Nigeria, 
Egypt, Morocco, Ghana and the Ivory Coast. 

Morocco reached the Finals in Mexico in 1970 
and Egypt took part in the 1934 World Cup in 
Ttaly. 

It played one match against Hungary and lost

‘The United States opens it bid on May 15 
when it plays Trinidad and Tobago in its sub- 
group, with Costa Rica as the other opponent. 

The three group winners play a league 
system later in the year and the winner of that 
qualifies for Mexico. 

Also starting next month is South American 
Group 1 which comprisers Colombia, Peru, 1978 
world champion Argentina and Venezuela, and 
Group 3 with Bolivia, three-time winner Brazil 
and Paraguay.
